PEORIA, Ill., Aug. 17.—Smithfield, a town 
of 1500 inhabitants, 48 miles west of here, 
was visited last night by a very disastrous 
fire, started by incendiaries for the purpose 
of robbery, which threatened for a time 
to entirely destroy the place.

15 (Wednesday). 

SHANGHAI, Aug. 17, 2:40 p. m.—Li Hung Chang has re- 
ceived a telegraphic dispatch announcing that the allied forces 
entered Pekin Wednesday, Aug. 15, without opposition. 

It is believed that Yuan Shi Kais troops have gone thence to 
Shen Si to protect the Empress, who, according to reports received 
by local officials here, with Tuan, the imperial household and the 
bulk of the army and Boxers, left Pekin Aug. 7 for Hsian Fu,

Officials Accuse Each Other of Neglect 
of Duty in Relation to the Sup- 
pression of Slot Machines 
and Devices. 


Nickel-in-the-slot machines, the gambling 
kind, are still in evidence in many quarters 
of the city.

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WHAT SHALL BE THE - 
NEXT STEP IN CHINA? 


Will the United States Become a Party to the Seizure’of Chinese 
Territory? | me 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—If {t proves 
true that the legationers are relleved, the 
gravest crisis is removed. But there remain 
many momentous questions to be deter- 
mined. It appears to be accepted that at 
least some of the powers will keep their 
military forces in China, at least until all 
questions growing out of the crisis are set- 
tled. This is expected to involve questions 
not only of money indemnity, but of terrt- 
torial extension on the part of some of the 
European parties to the controversy. It is 
not believed that the United States will be 
a party to any such territorial controversy, 
as the declaration of Secretary Hay, made 


at the beginning of the trouble, forecasted 
the purpose of this government to seek to 
preserve Chinese territorial and adminis- 
trative entity. He said in his note of July 3: 

“It is, of course, too early to forecast 
the means of attaining this last result 
(preventing spread of disorder), but the

tates is to seek a solution which may 
oy about permanent safety and 
to China, preserve Chinese territorial and 
administrative Sathy, protect all rights 
guaranteed to friendly powers by treaty 
and international law and safeguards for 
the world, the principle of equal and im- 
partial trade with all parts of the Chi- 
nese empire.”

TRAIN PLUNGES 


Two Cars Stand on End in 
Twenty Feet of Water.

NOT ONE LIFE WAS LOST. 


LENGTH OF CARS, 60 FEET, SAVED 
THE PASSENGERS. 


Several Were Imprisoned, but All Es- 
caped Death Miraculously, None 
Being More Than Slightly 
Injured. 


17.—Lake Shore 
westbound, was wrecked at 
near Sandusky, at 1 o'clock 

The train left Cleveland at 
10:55 p. m., and struck a broken rail near 
Bay Bridge. five miles west of Sandusky. 

The engine and two mail cars passed over 
the bridse cafely. 

The next three cars, consisting of two 
mail and a combination car, went over the 
bridge ‘nto Sandusky bay, into 20 feet of 
water. ‘Che rest of the train left the track, 
but did not go over the bridge, and beyond 
a severe shaking up and a bad scare no 
one was injired in these cars. 

The three cars piled up in a mass in the 
water velow, imprisoning the mail clerks 
and the passengers in the combination bag 
sage and passenger coach. 

Not a life was lost, passengers and em- 
ployes climbing through windows and doors 
and being rescued from the water with 
Slight injuries. 

The cars are 60 feet long and two of them 
Stood ; artially on end in the 2u feet of water 

Wreck trains were sent out at once from 
Toledo und Sandusky. Doctors were se- 
cured from. Port Cl nton and Sandusky. 
They took care of the wounded, who were 
sent back home at 5 o cleck in the morning. 

The conductor's report says everyone is 
accounted for. None of those injured will 
die. Not a person is thought to have been 
seriously injured, 

The broken rail was on the westbound 
track, near the east end of the Bay Bridge. 
The bridg+ was uninjured and traffic de- 
laved but slightly.

Recent examinations show that the Tower 
‘Of Babel, like many other national monu- 
ments, had been restored after the lapse 
of centuries. According to the most re- 
cent theory, this restoration was under- 
taken in the sixth century B. C. by 
Nebuchadnezzer, the original building hav-

REPUBLICANS IN THE MIDST OF 
A CAMPAIGN. 


(NOMINATION BY PRIMARIES. 
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Party in St. Louis County Much Divid. 
ed Over Old Question of “Ring”’ 
and ‘‘Anti-Ring.”’ 


Politics, like the weather, is sizzling in St. 
Louis County these days, particularly in 
the ranks of the Republicans who have 
controlled the county for years. 

For the first time in the history of the 
county, the Republicans will nominate their 
county ticket this year at primaries, in- 
stead of a convention. The primary elec- 


tion has been set for Sept. 4 

The issue to be fought out at the pri- 
maries is whether the ‘ring’ or the “‘anti- 
ring’ crowd will control the nominations. 
The “anti-ring’’ people have the same slo- 
gan to use against their opposition in their 
own party that they have _ been using 
against the Democrats at Jefferson (City. 
instead of ‘“‘Clean out the statenouse,’’ it is 
“Clean out the Courthouse. ” 

Both sides have candidates for every of- 
fice. For sheriff, the allewed ring has se- 
lected Albert Autenrieth as its canuaidate, 
He is at present a deputy sheriff. He be- 
longs to the well-known family of that 
name at Clayton and is a son of the late 
Henry Autenrieth, who at the time of his 
death was chairman of the Republican 
county central committee. 

The ‘“anti-rin;,’ candidate is Edmond 
Hencken of Hoilow. HencKen Was @ depu- 
ty sheriff four years ago under Sheriff Gar- 
rett and made a reputation as a brave offi- 
cer. He aspired to the office of sheriff at 
that time, but the powers that were at the 
time turned him down for Peter Kerth, 
the present incumbent. John Osborne, 
another deputy sheriff, is also a candidate 
for the office, as are ex-Assessor John G. 
Weber and George Herbel of Carondelet 
township. The tght is between Auien- 
rieth and Hencken, with Osborne as a dark 
horse. 

Prosecuting Attorney Gustave A. Heli- 
dorn, who has already served three terms. 
is out for the same office again. Pitted 
against him is Rowland L. Johnston of 
Old Orchard. Mr. Johnston is a young law- 
yer who has served three terms in the 
state legisla.ure. He is the can.idate of the 
antis and is making a vigorous campaign. 

For treasurer there are three candidates. 
The ‘ring’ candidate its Judge George 
Hornecker of Eureka. He is at present one 
of the judges of the County Court. The 
other candidates are Philip Deiser of Strat- 
man and Judge August Hartmann of Black 
Jack. 

kor collector Judge Theodore Heege of 
Kirkwood has come out a candidate, backed 
by the “ring.’’ He has been out of office 
two years, but prior to 1898 served 10 years 
as presiding judge of the County Court. 
H. W. Karrenbrock of Manchester will bi 
his opponent. 

For assessor the present incumbent. Otto 
Priess of Clayton, will again be a candi- 
date, but it is understood he will not have 
the support of the “ring.” Its candidate 
is Charles Stein of Ferguson. Preiss is 
said to have fallen into disfavor with cer- 
tain people because of the independent 
spirit he disp!ayed in miki: S appolitmen s. 

Edgar Rapp of Ciayton, who has served 


three terms as commissioner of roads and 
bridges, wants still another term. William 
Elibring of Stratman is the man selected 
to make the race against him. 

There is no opposition to Dr.

coroner. 

Jucges of the County Court are to be 
elected from the First and Second districts. 
In the First J. B. Brouster. the present in- 
cumbent. is out for renomination. Ix 
Probate Judge A. J. Shores Wants the sane 
o.u.:ce. AS Judge Hornecker, who now rep- 
resents the Second. has decided to enter 
the race for treasurer. a number of aspi- 
rants to suceeed him are announced. 
Among them are Gus Kassebaum of Mat- 
tese, whom the ring is said to regard favor- 
ably. Fred L. Kerth of Gardenville and Pe- 
ter Bopp*and John Oberbeck of Ballwin.
